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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as being of undue breath. See M.P.E.P. 2164.08 (a). In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 
712, 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, 197 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every 
conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the scope of the 
claim because the specification disclosed at most only those means known to the inventor.). In 
this case, only "a modulator" is recited in the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Laurent 
(previously cited). 

Laurent discloses a method for multi-dimensional modulation of binary signals and the 
desire to consider a spherical model representation of signals in which the signals M are points 
inside a sphere of radius R (see Fig. 1, page 4, lines 4-13, page 8, lines 1-5). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to implement Laurent's 
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desire for the purpose of obtaining a constellation model with a low bit error rate and low power 
consumption. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 9 is allowed. 

5. Claims 2-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
